Nation-wide Steel Strike May Get Underway Next Week 


Pension 


Issue Is

Pittsburgh, July 9—(AP) 


—A nationwide steel strike 
may begin one week from to- 
day although one segment of 
the industry is ready to go 
"along partially on the CIO 
United Steelworkers' demands 
for a pension. 


Inland Steel Corp. of Chi- 


cago, which employs about 
16,000, opened the door on the 
pension issue last night. The 
Steelworkers promptly closed 
it.Philip Murray, president of 
both the CIO and the steel- 
workers, didn't comment on 
Inland's offer. However, an- 
other union spokesman said 
the proposal was "inade- 
quate" and declared it will be 
rejected Monday. 


Murray is believed willing to go 


down the line on his demand for 
pensions for the men who make 
steel. He hasn't said what amount 
he desires but the spokesman who 
termed Inland's offer inadequate 
said the union wants $150 month- 
ly pensions. 


Murray Silent 


Murray has maintained his usu- 


al tight-lipped silence on just how 
much of a wage increase he wants. 
His men have received three wage 
boosts since the end of World War 
II ahd~now average $1.65 hourly. 


The union's contract talks have 


been tied in knots by big steel's 
flat refusal to discuss the pen- 
sion issue. 


The situation in a nutshell: 
The Steelworkers' contracts run 


until next year. A clause permits 
them to be reopened this year to 
discuss wages. Murray served no- 
tice and wage talks began. 


Murray stipulated he wanted to 


talk about pensions. U. S. Steel 
Corp., and other leading 
basic 


•teel producers (some 189 com- 
panies employing 500,000 are in- 
volved in current talks) insisted 
pension discussion was out of the 
question this year.

Springfield, 111., July 9—(AP) — 


Governor Stevenson's advisers said 
today Attorney General Ivan El- 
liott will be asked to rule whether 
the state must cut its flat grants 
to school districts. 


Elliott's opinion will be sought 


as a result of a 10 per cent cut 
by the legislature in Stevenson's 
original $111,500,000 school aid 
program. The new total still is 
53 per cent higher than two years 
ago. 


Because of the cut, school lead- 


ers say the state wijl be able to 
meet 88 per cent instead of 100 
per cent of school claims. 


Grants Make Up Aids 


, The 
question 
has come up 


whether flat grants can be shaved 
or whether the reductions will be 
made only in equalization "pay- 
ments. Flat grants and equaliza- 
tion make up state aid payments. 


If flat grants are slashed, about 


a third of l..e school districts will 
get less state money this year and 
a fourth will receive less next 
year, an Illinois Education Asso- 
ciation official said. 


These are the distrcits which do 


not qualify for equalization. All 
districts automatically get 
flat 


grants.

This means more 
workers than jobs. It means too many people working for the gov- 
ernment. It means a government afraid to fire them.

If it was 
looking for trouble, it found it. 


It was explained that firing the 


proposed 160,000 workers actually 
meant that only 140,000 would 
lose their jobs, because the other 
20,000 were just fictitious names 
on the payroll. It seems this is an 
old Japanese custom so that ap- 
propriations for government de- 
partments can be kept high. 


Naturally, there was 
trouble 


with the workers, with the Com- 
munists egging them on. Right in 
the middle, Russia suddenly de- 
cided to return thousands of Jap- 
anese prisoners of war held since 
V-J day. By now they were thor- 
oughly indoctrinated 
and many 


joined in the riots and strikes. 
They defied the police, among 
other things, which brings us to 
the question of the day—the po- 
lice. 


Law Enforcement Tough 


Keeping law and order is harder 


now. The Japanese 
government 


began talking about reorganizing 
tht police along lines which would 


restore some of their 
pre-war 


power, which was plenty. 


Premier Yoshida tried to fire 


one police chief, over whom he 
had no authority under a postwar 
law designed to take the police 
out of politics. 


He is thinking about declaring 


a national state of emergency, 
under which the police could act 
with more force. His government 
is fiddling with ideas like "cen- 
tralizing" the police, and .creating 
a "police intelligence servide," or 
another secret police.

Arthur wondered aloud in public 
on July 4 whether 
Communists 


are entitled to legal standing, 
there is talk of outlawing the par- 
ty. Some Japanese and occupa- 
tion officials think this would just 
drive the Reds underground and 
make it easier for them to pose as 
Martyrs. 


The Reds of course claim to be 


fighting the workers' battle, and 
non-Communist labor unions are 
caught between the violence of 
riots and the possible violence to 
which the police may turn to sup- 
press such activity if they are 


the power. 


The Reds in Japan are picking 


up strength as the tension mounts 
They also have outside help—from 
Red China. 


The peiping radio yesterday l>e 


gan broadcasting a long and de 
tailed "background material on 
the fostering of Japanese aggres- 
sive forces by American imperial- 
ism." 


It looks like the occupation of 


Japan has become a prime Com- 
munist target.

Marshall plan troubles now before the U. S. 


congress and the heads of European governments 
are in part due to the fact that recovery has been 
faster than anticipated. The ciiange from a sell- 
ers' to a buyers- market in Europe was not ex- 
pected before 1951. Since it has arrived now, it 
must be solved now. How co meet this changed 
situation will require as much study and planning 
as it took to put the Marshall Plan into operation. 


Some American experts are inclined to believe 
that the solutions to the new problem lie largely 
in what the European countries themselves do to 
break down their own trade barriers, reform their 
currency and foreign exchange arrangements, mod- 
ernize their own industrial methods and lower their 
costs of production so as to sell in the competitive 
world market.

necessary in hybrid corn to insure 
proper pollination to get the de- 
sired variety.

The 
corn from the female rows is used 
for seed. 


Work Important 


The tassels from the female 


rows must be pulled, or there are 
many bushels lost. If the inspector 
finds that a tassel is not pulled 
he will condemn a number of 
standing hills of corn.
